In his 
questioning of defense witnesses, Judge Medina has unwittingly 
revealed a basic teehnical flaw in the prosecution case in that it 
has failed to connect Marxist-Leninist classes with the national 
Party Jeadership. These classes constitute the alleged “conspiracy” 
with which the defendants are charged. ) |
